Once it is determined 
that the occupants keep money in the house or have a bank 
account, the repairmen will then contac t | who come s to 

the victim’s residence posing as a building inspector. | 
tells the occupants that the repairmen have noticed some 
defective electric wiring or some other defective building 
violation and demand that the occupant put up a substantial 
amount of money to serve as a bond. The bond will remain 
in effect until the work has been completed an d the de fect 
eliminated. According to the Informant, after | pbtains 
the money from the victim, he does not reappear ana no further 
repairs are made.

Captioned matter was opened for submission of 
reports on members of the National States Rights Party at 
Chicago, Illinois. Such reports have been submitted. 

Chicago files do not indicate the existence 
of the National States Rights Party as an organization in 
Chicago at this time. While sporadic activity on the part 
of certain individuals affiliated with the organization, 
has been seen, nothing of a significant nature is noted 
that would warrant further inquiry into the organization 
at this time. 


It has been reported in May, 1965 that efforts 
to organize a National States Rights Party in Chicago are 
falling apart; One of the major problems is the lack of a 
place to meet, however, the main source of contention seems to 
be based on the opinion of those interested in the NSRP in 
Chicago that there is disserfLon in the ranks of the organ- 
ization in Birmingham, until recently the headquarters of 
the organization.

a re current members of th^-NSRP, advised on 8/23/65 that 
tKey have no information indicating an NSRP organization as 
such, actually exists in Chicago at the present time. 

In view of the above, it is recommended this 
matter be placed in a closed status.

visiting the Fields' was not identified or seen. 

On October 28, 1965, SV T-4 made available a copy of the 
October, 1965 issue of "The Thunderbolt", issue number 71. On the 
first page of this issue appears a picture of Attorney J. B. Stoner 
and states that Stoner, in an article attached, has petitioned the 
entire House of Representatives to rebuke Chairman Willis of 
Louisiana and to stop this committee from trying to run rough shod 
over the rights of white people who are standing up against race mixing 
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The article in discussing the Ku Klux Klan hearings before the 
Un-American -Activities Committee, states that the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities has slipped into the hands of the left 
wing liberals and is being used to persecute Southern white people 
who are standing up for the separation of the races. The article 
further states that when the :f irst klansman to take the witness 
stand, Robert Gentry of Murfreesboro, Tennessee, and refused to 
answer questions of the Committee, Chairman Willis threatened and 
tried to coerce Gentry into giving testimony. 

Also on the first page of this issue is an article stating 
that George Lincoln Rockwell had filed a libel suit against Doctor 
E. R. Fields, Editor of ”Tho Thunderbolt” for some of the charges 
Fields had made against him in ’The Thunderbolt” and in various letters 
He said that the article which is signed by Doctor E. R, Fields, 

Editor of The Thunderbolt”, states that Fields and Rockwell had 
agreed upon a retraction which is quoted in the article. The 
retraction states that while Fields disagrees 100% with Rockwell 
on his : approach, Fields knows him to be completely .dedicated to 
America and the white race. The retraction states that Rockwell is 
,a- staunch American patriot and has never sold out to the Communists, 
Jews, Zionists, Drew Pearson, or anyone else. 

Page 2 of this issue of ”The Thunderbolt” carries ,a, 
petition to the House of Representatives, United States Congress, 
Washington, D. C,, signed J. B. Stoner, Attorney at Law, Marion 
Building, Post Office Box 184, Augusta, Georgia. The petition 
deals with the investigation by the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities of the Ku Klux Klan and Gentry, Stoner’s client, after 
stating that Gentry had on September 27, .1965, involked the Fifth 
Amendment to the Constitution upon Stoner's legal advice, and 
would continue to do so. The concluding paragraph petitioned the 
House of Representatives to pass a resolution repremanding Chairman 
Willis, the House Committee on Un-American Activities, and Investigate 
Ray McConn for misusing a congressional committee to persecute a 
patroiotic, white, Christian, American citizen, and to order them 
to cease and desist.. 
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Page 3 of the October issue of ’’The Thunderbolt” states in 
an article entitled ’’Voting Registrars; Federal Occupation” that 
there are now Federal voting registrars In many parts of the South. 

It states that they are in direct violation of the United States 
Constitution which gave the individual states the rights to establish 
qualifications for voters. It continues that when the first Federal 
voting registrar moved into the South, the South became a victim of 
the illegal and 'brutal force of Federal occupation* It continues that 
’’they hjfcve moved in forces of hoodlum-like FBI Agents to guard and 
protect these Federal voting registrars”. , 

' * On Page 4 of the Oeotber issue of ’’The Thunderbolt" 
in an article entitled "Florida Report - NSRP to be on May Ballot” 
by- W.< Eugene (Gene) Wilson, Director, Duval County, Florida, NSRP, 
it ib* stated that the NSRP will use the Democratic Primary in Duval 
County in 1966 and function as a party within a party. It continues 
that in Duval County the NSRP„ shall run candidates in the Democratic 
Primary in May on the NSRP platform. The article states that a 
candidate has not been selected, but every effort would be made to 
defete, Congressman Charles E. Bennett and replace him with a member 
of the NSRP. 

Also carried on Page 4 of the October issue of "The 
Thunderbolt" is an open letter to the President by Doctor Edward R. 
Fields. The open letter is dated September 20, 1965, and addressed 
to President Lyndon Johnson, White House, Washington, D. C. The 
letter criticizes President Johnson .for what it calls tax by his 
administration against the white people in America. The letter states 
that Fields did not understand why President Johnson had passed Civil 
Rights bills opressing the rights of white people and his threats to 
cut off money to public schools unless the white and Negro children 1 
are mixed. The Tetter continues that the administration’s appeasement 
and giveaway programs to the Negro race was only making them (Negroes) 
more arrogant and more demanding . The letter concludes with a demand 
for President Johnson's resignation from office and states that Fields 
is looking forward to the day when President Johnson would be removed 
from office. 

On Page 5 of "The Thunderbolt”, October, 1965 issue, in 
an article entitled "California Report: Rapid NSRP Growth”, attributed 
to Neuman R, Britton, California State Organizer of the NSRP, San 
Bernadino, California, states that the riots in Los Angeles had caused 
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many more Californians to see the Negro for what he actually is 
and claims that the white people of that state are mw more against 
the Negroes than are the white people of the .South, The article 
claims that this race war that broke out in 'Los Angeles increased 
the NSRP's strength In California .and resulted in more chapters. 

It 'States that the NSRP is preparing to run .its candidates for 
Congress and the California State Legislature in 1966. In this 
.article Britton offers to assist chapters in organizing and states 
that during the winter months, Doctor Edward R* Fields, Reverend 
Connie* Lynch, and Attorney J* B. Stoner will be in California for 
mass meetings and urges readers to hear the speakers. 

On Page 9 of the October issue of "The Thunderbolt" is 
quoted an article by Robert H, Collins of the St. Louis Post Dispatch 
staff stating that Allen Q. Kern, Missouri Chairman of the NSRP, 
had organized a youth organization of American Racial Nationalists 
there . ‘ Kern was quoted as saying that the youth group was formed 
several months ago and had been meeting frequently to receive 
instruction from local leaders of the party. The official name of 
the organization was set forth as the National States Rights Party 
Youth Movement. It stated that the identities of the members of 
the movement were not being disclosed to anyone at this time. 

* On Page 10 of the October issue of "The Thunderbolt" 
is an article entitled "Katzenbach Orders FBI Investigate Private 
Schools". In this article a reference is mad© to an article that 
appeared in August in the Charleston News and. Courier concerning 
FBI Agents having been ordered by Attorney General Katzenbach to 
investigate private white schools established in South Carolina. 

The article continues that it appears the Federal Government is 
determined to discourage development of private schools. After 
quoting the article from the Charleston News and Courier, the 
following paragraph appeared: 

"This editor has long felt that at some point in 
this struggle to preserve our race, we should have to 
openly defy the Federal tyrants and have it out with 
them once and for all. Already in Louisiana the Jew 
Katzenbach is suing to force private white clubs to 
accept Negroes."

UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC., 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN 


Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 
Georgia, reflect that this Klan organization was granted 
a corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, 
Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961,. that , 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to 
the source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute 
and United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the 
parent group. These are the promotion of Americanism, 
white supremacy, and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised 
in July 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Inc., merged with .Alabama Knights, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters in Suite 401, the Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. (The organization is directed by Robert Shelton, 
Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in- the 
South, with units in several Southern states.) 

Second source advised that at a meeting at 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, 
Knights. of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on August 4, 1965, that the 
United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
is currently an active organization, with Klaverns in 
several Southern states. This source said that Robert 
M. Shelton is the Imperial Wizard of this organization, 
and was last elected to this position on September 5, 1964, 
at a National Klonvocation in Birmingham, Alabama. Source 
said that the activity of the UKA is increasing and that 
the national office remains in Suite 401, Alston Building, 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama.

OF FREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS, 

ALSO KNOWN AS THE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY 


In his book ’’This Time The World,” copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander, American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Social- 
lists (ANP - WUFENS) , Arlington, Virginia, 

The April 4, 1963, issue of ’’The Richmond News Leader,” 
a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this re- 
quest was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. 
This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia 
Assembly which prohibits use of ’’Nazi” or ’’National Socialism” in a 
Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that ROCKWELL’S 
Party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
■ Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - WUFENS 
was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence in 
Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist” movement based on the German Nazi Party headed 
by ADOLF HITLER. He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant force and 
personality in this party; that he is espousing a ’’line” of hatred 
against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through 
speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to establish a 
cohesive and dominant political party in the United States and in 
foreign countries. 

According to the ’’Stormtrooper *s Manual,” an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first ”to make ourselves known to the masses”; 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party”; third, "organizing the people who have been converted to 
our propaganda”; and fourth, "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly-won masses.” 

On September 16, 1965, the source advised that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL believes he has completed the first three phases 
in his struggle for power and is now into the fourth stage, to wit, 
the "attainment of power through the votes of the newly-won 
masses.” The source stated ROCKWELL believes this because of his 
success in gaining a place on the ticket in the November, 1965, 
gubernatorial election in the State of Virginia. 
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NATION OF ISLAM, Formerly Referred 
to' as the Muslim Cult of Islam, 

Aka, 'Muhammad's Temples of Islam 

In January, 1957, a source advised 'ELIJAH MUHAMMAD has 
described his organization on a nationwide basis as the "Nation of 
Islam" and "Muhammad’s Temples of Islam." 

On May 7, 1965, a second source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); Muhammad's 
Temple of Islam No, 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in mid-1960 
MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD'S ' 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either "Mosque" 
or Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan, MUHAMMAD claims to have 
been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States. 
Members following MUHAMMAD'S teachings and bis interpretation of 
the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro; that the 
so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to as 
"white devils," in the United States; and that the white race, 
because of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and 
will be destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, including 
MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the provisions of the 
Selective Service Acts and have declared that members owe no 
allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5, 1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal statements 
and instructions to his ministers concerning the principles of 
his organization in order to avoid possible prosecution by the 
United States government; however, he did not indicate any 
fundamental changes in the teachings of his organization. 

On May 3, 1965, a third source advised .MUHAMMAD had, early 
in July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious aspects of the 
teachings of Islam and to stress the economic benefits to be 
derived by those Negroes who joined the NOI. This policy change, 
according to MUHAMMAD, would help him acquire additional followers 
and create more interest in his programs.

Enclosed for each office that received the above 
referenced communication, is a photograph of the subject, 
having been taken at Los Angeles, California, on August 7, 1965, 
as he addressed an NSRP rally. 

For the information of the San Francisco Office which 
did not receive a copy of referenced communication, LYNCH, 
commonly known as Connie Lynch, is a leading national speaker 
for the National States Rights Party (NSRP) and other hate-type 
organizations. He receives some form of compensation for his 
speaking efforts. LYNCH has been reported as a member of the 
NSRP and Klan groups, and he has advocated violence against 
minority groups and has been convicted of assault with a deadly 
weapon. In addition, LYNCH has referred to Fbx Agents asT "hxgger 
■‘-baBysltt^rs" and "haters of all white men", and to have 'stated 
that he would kill any FBI Agent who tried to exert his authority 
on him. 


It is noted that, LYNCH drives a 1958 Cadillac, pink in 
color, bearing California license LXX 891, however, he does not 
have a valid drivers license, his California license. No. 
Z405029, having been suspended by the State of California, but 
never surrendered by LYNCH or reinstated. 





The Bureau desires that offices in whose territory 
LYNCH may appear be alert to advise the Bureau immediately, with 
a recommendation as to a reliable enforcement agency which can 
be advised that LYNCH is driving without a valid license and 
which can be relied upon to take appropriate action without 
revealing the Bureau* s interest. The Bureau has further instructed 
that the Bureau and interested offices be advised if LYNCH * s 
drivers license is reinstated by the State of California. 


The San Francisco Office, at Sacramento, California, 
is requested to, through an established source, at the Department 
of Motor Vehicles, discreetly place an appropriate "stop" at 
DMV in the event LYNCH endeavors to obtain a new license or his 
old license Is reinstated.

On November 30, 1965, Birmingham Confidential 
Informant T-l advised that on November 26, 1965, J. s B. STONER, 
one of the national officers of the National States Rights 
Party (NSRP), arrived in Anniston, Alabama, to begin pre- 
paring for defense in the state case against Hubert Damon 
Strange for the nighttime highway slaying, of 'Willie Brewster. 
T-l said that the trial of Strange started as scheduled on 
November 29, 1965, with Stoner representing Strange, and 
that Stoner was surrounded in the hall when court was not 
in session with local Klansmen and NSRP sympathizers. T-l 
further stated that J. B. Stoner resided at the home of 
Kenneth L. Adams, who is the local Klan leader and NSRP 
leader in the area* around Anniston, Alabama. 

On December 5, 1965, Birmingham Confidential 
Informant T-2 advised that he ,h&d'^ebeived^lnformatton . 
thatnj. B. Stoner had received a telephone call from a 
leader of the NSRP in Dayton, Ohio, to come to Dayton to 
make a speech. T-2 stated further that he had received 
information that Stoner was flying to Dayton, Ohio, on the 
night of December 3, 1965, to meet with NSRP leaders, at 
the expense of the NSRP; and that Stoner planned to return 
to Anniston, Alabama, in the near future to prepare the 
defense for the two remaining defendants in the Willie 
■Brewster case, those defendants. being Johnnie DeFries and 
Lewis Blevins, who are to possibly be tried in. January or 
February, 1966.. 

On December 27, 1965, T-l stated that Kenneth L. 
Adams had stated that on the afternoon, of December 24, 1965, 

J. B. Stoner came through Anniston, Alabama, and stopped, 
for about one hour. Stoner claimed to be en route to his

home in Atlanta, Georgia,, and; said' he 'would return 1 to Anniston, 
Alabama, during the first or second' week in January , 1966, 
to start preparing' for defense of the ‘case against Kenneth L.

Streets, Jacksonville. Rev. CONNIE LYNCH and Dr. EDWARD R. 

FIELDS were the principal speakers and about 85 persons were 
present. LYNCH stated that he believed in violence as violence 
is the only way to achieve "our aims”. Dr. FIELDS, in following 
LYNCH, stated that integration is a Communist plan to weaken 
and mongrelize the American people. 

SV T-13 reported a NSRP meeting was held at Edison 
and King Streets, Jacksonville, on November 21, 1965, at which 
Dr. EDWARD R. . FIELDS spoke concerning the goals of the NSRP. 

He spoke of the goals as either to kill the Negroes or ship 
them back to Africa. Later, Rev. CONNIE LYNCH spoke criticizing 
ministers who preached that men ax*e created equal. LYNCH 
said he was violent and did not care who knew it. About 50 
persons attended the meeting. 

SV T-10 reported on January 4, 1966, that nine 
persons attended a meeting of the Duval County Chapter of 
the NSRP on December 29 f 1965, at 2659 Edison Avenue, Jacksonville 

Florida. I | commented on the expected results of the 

NSRP's mailing 500 letters inviting persons to a NSRP meeting 
on January 5, 1966. 

Mrs. I said the NSRP should encourage 

the right man for political office in Jacksonville and then give 
such candidate 100% support, according to SV T-10. 

SV T-ll reported that J. B. STONER spoke to a 
meeting of the NSRP at Winter Beach, Florida, on January 7, 

1966, held at the Primative Baptist Church with about 23 
present. STONER sai<* it would not be possible ' financially, 
legally or otherwise at this time to enter candidates in the 
May primary election on the NSRP ticket in Florida, but the 
NSRP should support the candidate on one of the major party 
tickets 'Who will speak out against Negroes and Jews during 
the campaign. He referred to President JOHNSON as "lame- 
brained JOHNSON" and a "two-faced traitor”. 

SV T-14 reported that DEWEY MC KINLEY TAFT had stated 
that he, TAFT, had resigned as State Chairman of the NSRP 
several months before and .had no more interest in the party. 

This source had been in contact with TAFT on March 11, 1965, 
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and on the same date had heard DEWEY TAFT say he considers the 
NSRP a defunct organization in Florida, and that there was 
no more interest in the NSRP in Tampa.

I who had been working for several weeks in the NSRP 
neadquarters had left on the morning of September 18, 1965, 
carrying a suitcase and had not been seen back at headquarters 
since. 


On October 28, 1965, SV T-l reported J. B. STONER 
had his name added to the Marion Building Directory, Marion 
Building, Broad Street, Augusta, on October 27, 1965, showing 
the same offices as the NSRP-Room 204-206. 

The October, 1965 Issue of the paper, Issue 71, carried 
an article stating that J. B. STONER had petitioned the House 
of Representatives to rebuke Chairman WILLIS of Louisiana and 
to stop this committee from trying to run rough shod over the 
rights of white people who are standing up against race mixing. 

Page Four of the same issue of the paper carries an 
open letter to the President by Dr. EDWARD R. FIELDS. The letter 
is dated September 20, 1965, addressed to President LYNDON B. 
JOHNSON, White House, Washington, D. C. The letter states that 
FIELDS did not understand why President JOHNSON had passed the 
Civil Rights Bill oppressing the rights of white people and 
threatening to cut off money to public schools unless the white 
and Negro children were mixed. The letter continued the administra- 
tion appeal and give-away programs to the Negroes is only making 
the Negroes more arrogant and more demanding. FIELDS concluded 
he was looking forward to the day when President JOHNSON would 

be removed from office.

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to win the war; that the war is being fought to punish the 
Government of North VietNhm but not defeat them. FIELDS 
also spoke in derogatory remarks against the Jews.

Page Nine, Issue 70, September, 1965, of the paper 
carries an article headed "NSRP Workers Arrive in Freedom 
of Press Case" . This article hhs a photograph of four men and 
an article concerning these men. The article shows it was 
written at Greenfield, Indiana, and reflects that these four 
men had been charged with "racketeering in hatred" because 
they were distributing "The Thunderbolt". 

On October 19, 1965, WARREN COLLIER, Reporter, 

Muncie Evening Press, Muncie, Indiana, a daily publication, 
advised MARVIS BROWN, State Chairman, NSRP in Indiana, 
and Rev. CONNIE LYNCH of Los Angeles, California, were in 
Muncie, Indiana on the morning of October 19, 1965, and COLLIER 
had talked to them by telephone. BROWN had advised a NSRP 
rally was scheduled in Muncie on October 19, but had been 
cancelled due to pressure from outside groups which prevented 
them from using the meeting hall. Both BROWN and LYNCH vowed 
a rally would be held in the hear future in Muncie when a meeting 
place could be located.

BIBB was quoted as saying, "I intend 
to see that whites keep the same rights to peaceful assembly and 
picketing enjoyed by every Jew and Negro." The article states

7) Besides 
all this we desperately need to hire at least three new 
full t;ime workers at the Party Headquarters.

"The Party must have a steady monthly flow of regular 
contributions if we are going to meet all the expenses involved 
in all of our endeavors. Our financial responsibility is so 
great, that if our funds were cut off for one single month 
the Party would cease to exist. We must be able to plan 
all of the above listed projects each month. For this reason 
we must have some approximate idea of how much money will be 
on hand for this work each month. 

"That is why the NSRP Pledge Cards have been issued in 
the past ". 

The Newsletter urges supporters to make pledges so the 
party may make plans accordingly. It points out that most of 
the NSRP supporters are average middle-class folks. The hope 
was that some could pledge as much as $100.00 per month, but 
realized that the majority could only pledge $50, $25, $10 or 
less monthly. Attached to the letter was a form addressed 
to the NSRP for making a contribution and/or a pledge.

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia, 
Show that this Klan organization was granted a corporate 
charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the 
name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961,, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split In U. S. Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, the split 
resulted from a leadership dispute and. United Klans has the 
same aims and objectives as the parent group. These are the 
promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation of 
the races. 


The first source and a second source advised in July, 
1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of. the Ku Klux Klan. 
The merged organization established headquarters in Suite 401, 
The Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Albama. The organization is 
directed by Robert Shelton, Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant 
Klan group in the South with units in several southern states. 

On August 14, 1961, the second source advised that 
the organization formerly known as United Klans, knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be known in the future as 
United Klans of America, Inc,, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

The second source said the name was changed by a resolution 
adopted at the National Klonvocation held July 8, 1981, at 
Indian Springs, Georgia.

A meeting of the Chicago Branch of the NSRP was held 
at the NSRP Nat ional Bookshop, 2237 North Western Avenue, Chfeago, 
on February 9,. 1966.' Approximately 20 persons attended this 
meeting. 


I Jwho identified himself as an - 

organizer of the NSRP spoke and -stated that they were conducting 
a series of small meetings so that each member or those who 
wished to join the movement could: become better acquainted. 

He said that'the ultimate objective of the NSRP was to create a 
third political party, the main composition of which is to be 
members of the white race. He said the white man must regain 
the rights which the Negro race had taken from the white man. 

He also stated that they had recently formed a youth movement, 
the qualifications being that applicants must : be under the 
age of 19 and white. He stated that anyone wishing to Join the 
NSRP could do so by sending $4 to Post Office Box 184, Augusta, 
Georgia, and they .would receive their instructions then and one 
year's subscription to the NSRP news publication known as "The ■ 
Thunderbolt". , 

Another speaker stated the civil rights movement is 
being financed by members of the Jewish religion and stated 
that if race mixing was allowed to continue,, it would be the end' 
of the white race. This speaker stated it was his belief that 
the public should be informed about all situations concerning 
matters of race and that both Negroes and Jews should be Uexpoised 
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when involved in these matters* He added that the NSRP was 
planning to take an active part in holding counterdemonstrations 
against groups calling for integration. > This ' speaker then passed 
out printed forms asking anyone interested to fill them out 
and return them as soon as possible, stating that all information 
would be kept confidential. This speaker a3ed those present how 
many of them were familiar with and owned firearms and said tha$ 
all white people should immediately arm themselves in view of the 
recent riots that had occurred in' Los Angeles and New York. He 
stated that if it had not been for the National Guard of those 
states, $ he white members of the community would have been at the 
mercy of the Negroes. This speaker stated that anyone wishing to 
purchase a gun should purchase it outside of Chicago through a 
mail order ^concern because then they would at have to register 
the gun with the Chicago Police Department.

Another speaker stated that he felt that the ’’Nigger” 
should be; stopped right now and said that he knew of a large 
number of incidents where ’’Niggers” had beaten, robbed and raped 
white women and that many people would be interested in joining 
the NSRP but they did not know where to go to join. This speaker 
added that members of the NSRP should get out and mix with their 
white brothers and pass out leaflets to ^inform the people. what 
is going on and .where they pould meet to do something to correct 
these problems. '
